INSTRUCTIONS CONCERNING AMENDMENTS UNDER ARTICLE 19 



The applicant has, after having received the international search report, one opportunity to amend the claims of the 
international application. It should however be emphasized that, since ail parts of the international application (claims, 
description and drawings) may be amended during the international preliminary examination procedure, there is usually 
no need to file amendments of the claims under Article 1 9 except where, e.g. the applicant wants the latter to be published 
for the purposes of provisional protection or has another reason for amending the claims before intern attonaJ pbulication.

- a SWITCHING DEVICE AT THE SECONDARY SIDE of the converter (see the 
whole description and all the drawings), said switching device having a 
switching input, a switching output and a control input for enabling or 
disabling said switching device from conducting current from said 
switching input to said switching output. 

- a bias winding BEING PART OF THE SAME TRANSFORMER (see in particular 
page 16, line 4-5). 

A search for the features actually present in claim 1 taken alone, i.e. 
without the above mentioned essential features, is not considered 
possible as it is absolutely unclear if such claimed features can be 
inplemented in other kinds of switch mode power converters and, in 
affirmative case, in what type of converters. 

The same reasoning applies to method claim 15 and obviously to all 
dependent claims. 

The applicant's attention is drawn to the fact that claims, or parts of 
claims, relating to inventions in respect of which no international 
search report has been established need not be the subject of an 
international preliminary examination (Rule 66.1(e) PCT).
